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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

Just a brief word as to the purpose and the ways in 
which our Scarborough Public Schools should fit into 
the educational program. 

Of course it is clear that the purpose of our schools is 
primarily to educate our young people to the end that our 
community of the future may be protected and continue 
to improve. However, it is evident that especially in 
these changing times and facing the complex community 
lile for which these young people must be prepared, the 
jniblic schools cannot do it all. 

As to the educational process. 

1. Of necessity the beginning of any program of edu¬ 
cation must be well rooted in the essentials of knowledge 
necessary in all places and all ages,—reading, use of 
language, writing, mathematics, etc. 

2. It must develop a great number of skills, power 
of research, weighing of facts, etc.,—in every field which 
touches modern life. 

3. It must provide exploratory opportunity by which 
the you til may learn his or her own ability, or lack of 
ability in the various general fields of earning one^s 
living and properly serving the community. 
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This place of the public school nia,y be seen more 
clearly in tlie following diagram. 



HEALTH PROTECTION AND EDtTCATION. 

It is evident that the schools are trying to educate the 
whole child. It is no mere accident that, in the report 
of an educational commission several years ago, health 
was named the most impo:tant responsibility of the 
schools. 

Our health work this year has been somewhat limited 
but satisfactory. Through the services of a dietician, 
provided by the Portland Chapter and Scarborough 
Branch of the Red Cross, and by our school physician. 
Dr. Wentworth, some examinations have been given. The 
results are indicated in an appended report.. Mrs, Gladys 
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Nelson also assisted by givinii: scientific hearing tests with 
tJie audiometer to tlie high school pupils. The ICiwanis 
Club of South Portland, Cape Elizabeth, and Scarborough 
has assisted in providing throat treatments. The County 
Y. yi, C. A., the Scarborough Post of the American Legion, 
the Scarborough Branch of the Red Cross, Boy and Girl 
Scout leaders, 4-11 Club leaders, and other individuals 
and organizalions have assisted. Our teachers are becom¬ 
ing heal til conscious, our school physician has been very 
conscientious in his promotion of the health program. 
At this lime several of our teachers are taking a Red 
Cro.ss First Aid Course. Thus, with very limited facilities 
a limited health program has been maintained on a co¬ 
operative basis. 

However, this program is not sufficient. The need of 
a more definite program has been demonstrated. Scar¬ 
borough needs a school nurse working under the super¬ 
vision of the school physician and school officials. She 
would not only carry on the health records, and follow 
up, ba.sed on the examinations; she would also assist 
the teachers in the development of the health education, 
—as for instance the seven point program which has 
such a stimulating effect. If necessary, she might be on 
a part-time basis. It might be possible for her to give 
full time to Scarborough, part in the schools and part in 
public lu^alth activities in co-operation with all health 
erg aiiizaf ions. 

^HJSTC EDUCATION. 

Scarborough needs an extension of its program of music 
education and has the opportunity. If singing and instru¬ 
mental music are to have their place in the religious and 
community life, music instruction is a necessary part of 
any educational program. One of our elementary teachers 
has had excellent preparation and experience in this field. 
During the present year she is giving some instruction in 
the high school but this is limited by her duties in the 
elementary school. Thi.s instruction should be extended 
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to all our schools in order that all pupils, at all age levels 
might through the inspiration of the special instruction, 
gain more ability and happiness in their music with their 
regular teacher. 

As a future development, tlie same extension should 
be made in art education. At present, art study depends 
on the resources of the regular teacher. Even at pz*esent 
we should at least provide proper books, materials, and 
encouragement for those teachers to improve their own 
understanding, skills, and appreciation of art. 


EDUCATION THROUGH PRINTING. 

We have seen from our summary view of the demands 
on the public schools that we must provide skills and 
exploratory opportunity. This is particularly true in the 
manual arts. At present, the course as developed by our 
manual arts instructor includes general shop instruction 
iu woodworking, metal working, electricity, and mechani¬ 
cal drawing*. 

The aim can be seen more clearly if we think of it as 
developing in tlie boy those abilities which are needed by 
the handy man around the house,'’ inspiring hobby 
interests, and providing exploration into possible voca¬ 
tional interests. 

To round out this program we need instruction in 
printing. This will do more than round out the courses. 
It will, as we indicated in the report a year ago, ‘‘not 
only allow desirable opportunity for the manual-minded 
boy (or girl) but will link up with academic work. “Learn¬ 
ing is not only in printing; it is learning through printing 
in the fields of English, social studies, art, and math¬ 
ematics." 

Fortunately our instructor is trained to give such in¬ 
struction. We have the space for equipment. The cost, 
probably not more than $500 for complete installation, 
is not prohibitive.

EDUCATION THROUGH MOVING PICTURES 
AND RADIO. 

Modern science offers through the moving picture (pre¬ 
pared definitely for classroom use) and. the radio a valu¬ 
able oiiportunity to supplement the work of the teacher. 
This is particularly valuable for the small school system 
where special facilities, available in larger systems, cannot 
he provided. 

Onr schools need a portable moving picture equipment. 
Til is should be for showing the sound pictures or 
“talkies.’^ Such equipment might be obtained through 
coniinunity co-opcration and contribution. It can be pur¬ 
chased on an arrangement by which shows can be given 
to raise money to pay for it. There is rapidly being 
developed a good library of educational sound films, in¬ 
cluding some free offerings. 

The schools also need a radio of the modern type which 
can bring in foreign programs. It is almost impossible 
for us older persons to realize the educational influence 
wliich this offers. 

In asking for the latest in both of these fields, we aim 
at the purchase of the most advanced machine of today in 
order that we may be sure of having the machine which 
will be only commonplace tomorrow. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

Outside of routine repairs, the major developments in 
our buildings, grounds and equipment have been through 
the federal program. The grounds at the Oak Hill School 
have been extended and beautified; at Dunstan, the 
grounds have been extended. The improved town hall 
offers splendid location for school affairs. 

Credit and gratitude are due to our instructor in home 
economics because during the year a new electric stove 
and electric refrigerator have been purchased and financed 
by tlie department without cost to the town. 
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ADUr.T EDITCATION AND C0XTINI^\TI0N SCHOOL. 

Many adults are today facing problems of preparation 
for some occupational activity other than that which they 
previously followed. If they can be of any service to 
such persons, the schools should be made available for 
classes in any field for which a sufficiently large adult 
group finds a need. 

On account of our rapidly growing school population, 
as well as in justice to pupils in our outlying districts, 
we shoiild be seriousl}" considering a transportation prob¬ 
lem, and an extension to one of our central school build¬ 
ings. 


TEACHERS^ SALARIES. 

Probably the major weakness and worry connected with 
Scarborough Schools today are the low salaries we are 
paying our teachers. When we ask a well trained teacher, 
who lias given several j^ears to study beyond high school 
to prepare for this work, to work for $500 per year, we 
are indeed fortunate in obtaining the fine teachers who 
are in Scarborough schools. Of course this means that 
we are just taking advantage of their necessity. Still 
worse, we liave no salary schedule in operation by which 
our teachers may expect regular increases. The whole 
situation is deplorable. It is bound to affect our educa¬ 
tional efficiency now. There is no doubt that our teachers 
will give their best service regardless of what we pay 
them. But there is a definite let-down in that *‘best^^ if 
the teacher is worried by her personal financial situation. 
This situation, if not corrected is bound to affect our edu¬ 
cational efficiency still more in the future through the 
loss of good teachers. Sear bo rough will simply be a train¬ 
ing ground for young teachers. Of course they will be 
valuable while here, but Scarborough will lose the years 
of greater efficiency which come after experience. Even 
this year we lost an excellent candidate because he was 
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offered considerably more than he had contracted for in 
Scarborough. 

Onr situation today in relation to the towns around us, 
witli whom we must compete for good teachers is serious. 
For both high school and elementary teachers, those towns, 
arc paying more than Scarboi’ough. Just a few years ago, 
Scarborough was one of the leading towns in this vicinity 
in what it offered teachers but today I am sorry to note 
that we are allowing those towns to go ahead of us. 

If the economic situation makes one fearful to pay 
adequate salaries we should remember that in any field 
wages not commensurate with worth will never get us out 
<'f the depression. 

Til is is an important factor in the request of the Board 
of Education for a larger school appropriation for next 
year. 


FINANCES. 

The situation in general can be summed up this way: 
our needs have been met reasonably adequately on an 
ab.solute minimum basis. But we cannot hope to continue 
oil tliat basis indefinitely. According to the most recent 
state summary of expenditures by the towns of the state— 
analyzing those expenditures on a uniform basis adopted 
by the state department—Scarborough is spending on the 
basis of the lowest tax mill rate for schools of any town 
ill Cumberland County. Of coui’se the salary situation 
discussed earlier is the best example of what is true of 
the whole financial situation. 

The Board of Education recognizes this need and asks 
for additional funds next year. I urge that their recom¬ 
mendation be granted.. I can assure you the Board of 
Education conscientiously and carefully at all times study 
and solve their problems economically and that any money 
granted is spent for the best interests of your boys and 
girls. 
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I am takings this opportunit}’' to express appreciatiou 
to the Board of Education, the Board of Selectmen, other 
town officials, and the entire teaching staff for their 
co-operation and to commend them for their zeal and for¬ 
ward-looking attitude in solving their particular prob¬ 
lems in one of the most perplexing periods in the life of 
our beloved Republic. 


A LOOK INTO THE FUTURE. 

Tlie educational situation in the state is facing prob¬ 
lems similar to those we are meeting in Scarborough. What 
the legislature does in 1937 will determine, to a tragic or 
hopeful degree, how the schools of the state will serve our 
children. I urge that all citizens interested in good 
scliools study carefully any educational program that 
may be prepared for presentation to the next Legislature. 
I recommend that whenever possible our people listen to 
the broadcasts given under the auspices of the State De¬ 
partment of Education. These are given every Sunday 
night over WCSH at 6:30, and every Friday night over 
WLBZ and WRDO at 7:30, 

In 1853, eighty-three years ago, a report of the school 
committee of Scarborough—perhaps the first such report 
—was issued. At the conclusion, the committee wrote: 
'‘And let us remember that the prosperity of our country, 
the stability of our free republican government, and the 
happiness of the rising generation, depend almost entirely 
upon our Free School S 3 ’'stem, in educating the mass of 
people. 'Let our Free School System be abaudonetl, and 
children suffered to grow up in ignorance, and the people 
of our country will not be fit to govern themselves, and 
our excellent government where the power is vested in the 
hands of the people would be at the disposal of an aristoc¬ 
racy or a monarchy. None, but an enlightened and virtu¬ 
ous people can long maintain a republican country like 
our own. Let us therefore, as we care for our children. 
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do all in our power for the improvement of our schools./' 

This was a spirit of realism in facing community prob¬ 
lems. Scarborough has progressed in all ways in that 
spirit. For instance, of the ninety miles of roads in the 
town, forty-two are improved or first class; electric lights 
now extend through the greater part of the toAvn, Sebago 
and Saco River water is now available through a large 
section of the residential and shore property. 

These are significant signs of the forward-looking at¬ 
titude of Scarborough citizens. The schools must be kept 
eciually abreast of the times. We should always remember 
that while the lack of a proper water supply or of proper 
repair of roads may be more conspicuous, the lack of 
proper educational facilities for your children can do 
more lasting dainage not merely in the life of the child 
but also in the protection of the community.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

To Supenntendent F. H. B. Heald: 

I hcrcAvith submit my fifteenth annual report as principal 
of Scarborough High School. 

One Inindred and thirty-eight pupils have registered 
during the present school year. It is interesting to note 
that fifty-five per cent of these are boys. The enrollment 
is distributed as follows: Seniors, twenty; Juniors, thirty- 
two; Sophomores, thirty; Freshmen, fifty-two; Post-grad¬ 
uates, four. The Freshmen registration is the largest in 
the histoi’};^ of the school. At the present time our num¬ 
bers have diminished to one hundred and thirty. Three 
have moved out of town, three have left school to go to 
work and two were forced to leave because of illness. 

Sell elastic honors for the Senior class have been won 
by Virginia Bennett who has attained an average of 94.5 
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per cent during her higli school course and by Shirley 
Knight and Agnes Plummer who tied for second honors 
^yith averages of 93.5 per cent. 

An audience of over six hundred people witnessed the 
graduation exercises of the class of 1935 due to the en¬ 
larged capacity of the new town hall auditorium. Hitherto 
only three hundred and fifty persons have been able at the 
most to witness these annual ceremonies because of the 
lack of seating facilities. Because of the splendid stage 
accommodations about fifty pupils took part in the exer¬ 
cises which were built around a pageant, “Books.'’ 

Early in the school year, Miss Hutchins and the Home 
Economics club purchased a large electric refrigerator 
for use in the Domestic Science classes. Nearly enough 
money to pay for it has already been raised through their 
efforts. 

A new feature of our English work has been the intro¬ 
duction of discussion groups. Each pupil is a member 
of one of these groups and must participate once a month 
on topics of interest. The chief objective of these dis¬ 
cussions is to develop conversational ability.

To JVilliavi G. Sherman, a Constable in the To%vn of Scar¬ 
borough, hi the County of Cumberland, Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said To^^Tl of 
Scarborough, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to 
meet at the Town Hall in said town on the second (2nd) 
day of March, A.D., 1936. at ten (10) o’clock in the fore¬ 
noon, to act upon the following articles: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to use the check 
list at this meeting. 

Art. 4. To see whether the town will vote to elect one 
(1) or three (3) Road Commissioners for the ensuing year. 

Art. 5. To choose Town Officers as follows: One (1) 
Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor from the 
third (3rd) parish for a term of three (3) years; Town 
Treasurer for the term of one (1) year; Tax Collector for 
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the term of one (1) year; One (1) member of the School 
Board fr^m the second (2nd) parish for a term of three (3) 
years; One (1) or three (3) "Road Commissioners and other 
Town Officers for the term of one (1) year. 

Art. 6, To see if the town will vote to accept and 
adopt the reports of the several town officers. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of poor for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will grant and raise money 
necessary for the following: Free High School, Common 
Scliools, Schoolhouse Repairs, and all other necessai'y 
school expenses for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To see if the town Avill vote to instruct the 
School Board to receive bids for furnishing fuel for the 
Schools.
